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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Anderson et al US Patent 5,977,262^ It discloses the use of basic alkali metal salts as 
catalysts in this reaction. Of course lithium is one of the common alkali metals. See col. 
1 and 2. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Anderson et al, supra. If the anticipation rejection is overcome, the obviousness 
rejection is strong. One of ordinary skill on reading the reference's disclosure of the 
alkali metal bases would of course envision basic lithium salts such as lithium alkoxides 
and lithium hydroxide given the fact that alkoxides and hydroxide are specified in col. 2 
and 3. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Peixoto 
et al cited by applicants. In the instant reaction of an amine and acyclic carbonate, 
lithium perchlorate is used as a catalyst. See bottom of p 1742. 
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Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Anderson, supra in view of Harris, US Patent 5,015,753. The former is used as above. 
In reactions of linear carbonates with active compounds such as amines, thiols or 
alcohols to form the corresponding carbamates, thiocarbonates or carbonates 
respectively, the latter teaches lithium carbonate as a preferred catalyst along with alkali 
metal hydroxides, borates and stannates. The instant reaction is analogous because in 
both carbonates are being converted to carbamates or thiocarbamates. Thus in view of 
the latter the ordinary worker in the art would have found it obvious to select lithium 
hydroxide or a lithium alkoxide as the alkali metal compound catalyst in the process of 
Anderson.
